Teachers have been instructed to 
strike the first, seventh and ninth 
grade in the eight major towns.

would affect 700 of a total of 
16,000 primary, junior and high 
school classes. με 

The Association is supporting the 
fight of elementary school teachers 
to have the maximum number of 
pupils per class reduced from 40 to 
35, but has not joined them in their 
strike threat. 

Histadrut Teachers Union Secre~ 
tary Shalom Levin MEK, told The 
Post last night he met with Mr. 
Allon yesterday morning, but he 
declined to give details of the talk. 
He said only that rather than ac~ 
cept or reject Mr. Allon's earlier 
offer of a joint committee to dis- 
cuss the Jssue without prior condi- 
tions, the union's full central com-~ 
mittee decided to hear Mr. Allon 
today.

MAY 20 CENSUS: 
- Population grew

The population of Israel on the 
night of May 20 totalled between 
3,124,000 and 3,160,000, according to 
preliminary census results released 
yesterday. The fina) figure, after 
processing and checking by a com- 
puter, will be announced some Hme 
early next year, . 

Meeting with reporters at Belt 
Agron in Jerusalem, Acting Govern. 
ment Statisticlan Moshe Sicron re- 
ported that the minimum figure — 
3,124,000 — represented a 43 per 
cent inerease over the fina) popula- 
tion figure of the last national cen- 
sus (of May 1961), which was 
2,179,500. However, this year's count 
includes two categories not counted 
in 1961 — olim b'koah (potential 
immigrants, formerly known as 
“temporary residents") and the po- 
pulation of Bast Jerusalem. 

Accordmg to Dr. Sicron, the 
greater part of the “population ex- 
plosion™ of 944.500 was due to na- 
tural increase —- 568,000. Another 
315,000 was accounted for by the 
surplus of immigration over emigra- 
tion, and the rest, by the inclusion 
of the potential immigrants and the 
East Jerusalemites. Omitted from 
the tabulation — officially called the 
1972 Census of Population and Hous- 
ing — were three categories of re- 
sidents: diplomatic and consular per- 
sonnel,, U.N. staff and tourists in 
the country less than 12 months. 

Some of the other findings from 
yesterday's early figures include the 
following: 
$1,300 VACANT FLATS 
There are 51,300 vacant flats 
throughout the country, despite 
the recurring reports of a “short~ 
age of housing.” This figure how- 
ever includes units awaiting demo- 
lition, flats into which families are 
about to move, empty aparbments 
in just-completed buildings, ‘second 
residences" such as vacation homes 
or town houses and flats let to dip- 
lIomatic and U.N_ personnel and 
tourists. 

@ Although the population has 
grown by 48 per cent, the 
average size of an Israel family 
has remained unchanged since 1961 
— 6.3 souls per family among the 
minority groups and 3.6 among 
Jews. (In Tel Aviv, the Jewish rate 
was even lower — 3.2.) 
e The population growth was 
most marked in the south. 
Ashdod, for example, increased its 
population from 4,600 in 1961, to 
40,500 three months ago. This re- 
presents a 780 per cent increase 
compared with the national norm of 
43 per cent. Other fast-growing 
communities in the south were Di- 
mona, 374 per cent; Yerusham, 271 
per cent; EHat, 140 per cent; Sde-

@ On the other hand, Tel Aviv- 
Jaffa not only showed a relative 
drop (compared with the national 


figure} but an absolute decrease as 
well — from 386,100 in 1961, to 
362,000 three months ago, 
@ Im 1961, the percentage of Is- 
raetis living in urban localities 
was 77.9, compared with 22.1 per 
eet iu rural locations. This has 
changed now, with 84.4 per cent 
living in built-up areas, and only 
15.6 per cent in rural communities. 
In terms of growth rate, this means 
that Israel's urban communities 
grew by 50.2 per cent gince the last 
natlonal headcount, while the rural 
communities grew by only 1.1 per 
eent. A closer examination reveals 
that this modest rural population 
growth was due to the natural én- 
crease among the minority group 
villages. Jewish villages registered 
a 718 per cent drop in population! 
When the final results of the 
census ‘are made public next year 
the results are expected to 811 ap- 
proximately 50 volumes and will 
offer detailed data on a wide spec- 
trum of Information relating to Is- 
rael and Israelis.

-CROP FAILURES 
THREATEN USSR 
FOOD SUPPLIES 


MOSCOW (AP), — Soviet authori- 
ties have started a crash pro- 
gramme to assure that the capital 
has enough to eat this winter. 
Following the decline in the 


‘grain harvest, it was revealed this 


Week that the potato crop in a 
40,000 square-mile area around 
Moseow had failed. 

That the Moscow-area potato 
crop had been stunted by a summer 
of searing heat was common know- 
ledge in Moscow before yesterday's 
public revelation, which has added 
to feelings of uncertainty about 
Moscow’s winter food supply. 

Partly to reassure Muscovites, 
news of Monday’s special meeting 
of party and regional leaders was 
widely publickzed in the papers. 

Indicative of how serious authori- 
ties were viewing the problem was 
“Pravda's" headline above the re- 
port of the meeting: “Second Bread 


- for the Capital” 


With bread, the potato is one of 
the staples of the Russian diet. 

Officials decided to “import” mas- 
sive quantities of potatoes from 
Byelorussia, Latvia, Lithuavia and 

The Moscow papers sald 740,000 
tons‘of potatoes would be delivered 
to the capital this year — 44,000 


-tonms more than last year. They

would be “great.” 

A special transport organization 
was created to handle the ship- 
ments from Byelorussia and the 
Baltic.

“A big effort Is needed,” Moscow 
“Pravda” said, to finish the store- 
houses on time. 

Failure to meet completion dead- 
lines Is a perpetual problem in the 
Soviet building industry and has 
come under frequent official criti- 
cism, 

-Spoilage takes an annual toll of 
about 15 per cent of the Soviet 
agricultural harvest, according to 
Western estimates. 

The papers said the potato har- 
vest had failed in the Moscow, 
Bryansk and Kaluga regions which 
normally supply the capital. These 
regions, running southwest from 
Moscow, cover an area about 400 
miles Iong and 100 miles wide.

Soviets, so will 
continue 
nuclear tests’ 


- OTTAWA (Reuter). — China in- 


tends to continue nuclear tests in or- 
der to build up 115 deterrent de- 
fences in the face of continuing 
weapons development by the Soviet 
Union and the U.S., Canadian ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp said here yesterday. 

Mr. Sharp, who has just return- 
ed from a 10-day visit to China, toid 
@ news conference here that he had 
an “extensive argument” with 
Chinese leaders over testing. 

He had the argument at separate 
Meetings with Premler Chou En-lai 
and Foreign Minister Chi Peng-fei, 
who both resisted his appeal that 
China stop testing and support the 
international nuclear non-prolifera- 
tion treaty. 

Mr. Sharp indicated that fear of 
the Soviet Union was perhaps the 
main reason for China's determined 
effort ta butid up a nuclear force. 

Both the Chinese Premier and 
Foreign Minister held the view that 
since the U.S. and Soviet Union 
were contmuing to improve their 
nuclear arsenals, China should con- 
tinue testing “to put up an ade- 
quate defence.” 

The Chinese leaders said all coun- 
tries should agree not to be the 
first to use nuclear weapons, but 
Mr. Sharp said he argued that this 
was not enough and that states 
should “agree not to spread such 
weapons, thereby reducing the prob- 
lem of getting rid of them alto- 
gether.” 

The Chinese had replied by des- 
cribing the Canadians as “idealists," 
Mr. Sharp sald. 

“I turned this round and said we 
were the pragmatists and they the 
idealists... we had a very vigo- 
rous exchange,” he added.

NEW YORK (Reuter). — A Man- 
hattan Supreme Court justice yes- 
terday barred Mrs. Edith Irving, 
wife of the author of the bogus bio- 
graphy of millionaire Howard 
Hughes, from leaving for Switzerland 
until she testifies about her finan- 
ctal assets. 

The order was made at the re- 
quest of McGraw-Hill, Inc., the 
publishing firm, which holds a judg- 
ment agaiust Mrs. Irving ‘and her 
husband -Clifford for nearly $800,000 
in the biography hoax, 

Mrs, Irving, who was released 
from jail on August 18 after serv- 
ing two months for ‘her part in the 
hoax, had agreed to return to Swit- 
zerland after an extradition hearing 
to face charges stemming from the 
affair. 

Counsel for McGraw-Hill has sug- 
gested that Mrs, Irving’s testimony 
be taken tomorrow so that she could 
leave for Switzerland on Sunday, 
as planned. 

Mr. Irving surrendered yesterday 
at the federal prison_at Lewisburg, 
Pennsylvania, to start 8 30-mont! 
sentence for “bis ‘part~in’ the hoax.

CAPE KENNEDY (AP). — The 
Copernicus satellite pointed its large 
telescope at the star Zeta Ophiuchi 
on Tuesday and formally began 
scanning the heavens for secrets of 
the universe. 


The space agency said the as- 
tronomical observatory was work- 
Ing even better than expected as 
ground controllers ended eight days 
of check-out and declared the sa- 
tellite operational. It was launched 
on August 21 from Cape Kennedy. 

“The performance of Copernicus 
far exceeds our planned goal,” re- 
ported Joseph Purcell, project man- 
ager for Nasa's Goddard Space 
Flight Centre. “The pointing accu- 
racy is three times better than an- 
ticipated. It is equivalent to a rifle- 
man sighting on an object the size 
o£ a basketball at a distance of 
1,200 miles, instead of 400 miles as 
originally anticipated.” 

Purcell said there was some con- 
cern during the check-out last Sa- 
turday when signals indicated a te- 
lescope mirror had not snapped into 
Place. But thls turned out to be a 
faulty reading. 

Weighing 4,900 pounds and valued 
at $81.6m., Copernicus is the hea- 
viest and most expensive scientific 
satellite ever launched by the U.S. 
Tt is the largest ever orbited with 
ἃ 82-inch aperture.

STILL MANY HURDLES IN 
-US.-SOVIET TRADE TALKS 


LONDON (FWF). — What are the 
trading potentiais between Russia 
and the United States? Many prob- 
lems between the two nations must 
be thrashed out before a ‘two-way 


trade flow can be got under way. - 


Politics take priority over economics, 
and so the Soviet-American ‘Frade 
Commission, set up during President 
Nixon’s visit to Moscow earlier this 
year, has a tough fask ahead. 

Mr. Peter Peterson, U.S. ‘Secretary 
of Commerce and head of the Amer- 
ican.delegation at the Commission's 
first working session in the Soviet 
68] between July 20 and July 
31, said ‘that both governments 
would have to make top-level de- 
cisions’ before a trade agreement 
could ‘be concluded. During this first 
session the Commission studied 2 
wide range of commercial, financial 
and administrative problems in its 
five working groups. And, although 
Mr. Peterson. had a three-hour 
meeting with Mr. Brezhnev at the 
Soviet leader's Crimean residence, 
it 15. obvious that the Commission 
was’ αἰ ἃ rather preparatory stage 


. of its work. The body's main task 


is ‘to pave the way towards an 
agreement. 

This is quite understandable. The 
Comission’s work must be asseased 
in the Ught of a whole tangle of 
political and economic problems 
which will have to be ironed out 
between the two countries. It is also 
important: to realize that no far- 
reaching political decisions can be 
made before the American presiden- 
tial election in November. 

However, it can be assumed that 


‘Soviet-American. economic relations 


are bound to occupy an increasingly 
important place on tthe agenda of 
future. ‘two-way negotations. In ad- 
dition, the prospect ΟἿ. 8 sticcedsful 
conclusion to such negotiations may 
act as a saneene to the solution 
of major politi ‘problems. 

The U.S. currently exports goods 
worth about 120 million dollars an- 
nually to the Soviet bape ren rg 
Russia's export figure to AS. 
is about 70 million dollars, These 
figures are small — representing 
respectively 1/833rd and 1/200th of 


* the ‘total exports of the two coun- 


tries. 

A layman listening to Soviet. public 
utterances might get the impression 
that the only ‘barrier against trade 
with Russia are American “discri- 


“* minations” and that ‘the abolition of 


these would allow a two-way com- 
mercial flow. This is just not true: 
the abolition of existing restrictions 
on trade ‘between the US. and Rus- 
sia would, paradoxically in fact, 
have a very lop-sided effect. 


INCREASED PRODUCTION 

America would benefit because it 
has ‘the goods and’ the know-how to 
5611. Russia does not have the goods 
by which it could increase its ex- 
ports and thus pay for increased 
imports. ‘This is 'the real crux of the 
problem. . ᾿ 

What then are the possibilities of 
economic co-operation and what does 
Russia have in mind on the subject? 
The Soviet Union has become one 
of the world’s biggest industrial and 
military powers, but it hasbeen un- 
able to contribute: to, or take ad- 
vantage of, the technological revolu- 
tion in the Western world. Tis in- 
dustry ‘has remained (except in the 
military field) structurally and tech- 


Following the imposition of: the tax on Soviet 
Jewish academics wishing to leave, there has been 


a call for the U.S. to limit trade with the 


Russians. In this article FWF correspondent 
Alexander Wolston, an expert on the economies of 
Eastern Europe, analyses the current negotiations 
aimed at paving the way for a trade agreement 
between the two superpowers. 


The state of Soviet agriculture, 
which sti? employs from 30 to 40 
per cent of the total labour force, 
can be gauged by the fact that 
Massive purchases of grain were 
recently made from the U.S. and 
Canada. Russia's industrial potential 
has made 2716 contribution to its 
exports 'to the West. These exports, 
in fact, are of a type expected from 
an underdeveloped country. The 
main export items to the U.S., for 
instance, are chromium ore, raw 
fur skins and unmanufactured to- 
bacco, 

An increasing dilemma facing the 
Soviet economy — and a main cause 
of friction between Russia and other 
members of Comecon — is ‘the in- 
creasing gap between the produc- 
tion and demand for a number of 
vital raw materials such as crude 
ofl, Mquid gas, copper, nickel and 
iron ore, The Soviet economic prob- 
lems are aggravated ‘by its enor- 
mous military expenditure and over- 
stretched ‘commitments ali over the 
world, - 

These are some of the objective 


. facta which are bound to_be deter- 


Mining factors in the establishment 
ot priorities in the Soviet foreign 
policy and its economic relations. 
The Russian leaders know that the 
answer to their economic probiems 
does not He within the framework 
of Comecon. They need aid from 
the West — capftel equipment and 
expertise to assist in the moderniza- 
tion of ‘their Industry and the de- 
velopment of their natural resources; 
this, in fact, was the main reason 
for the recent trips of Soviet leaders 
to Western capitals. This is what 
‘they are trying to get from Nixon. 


DOMESTIC PROJECTS 

The U.S., the most technologically 
advanced country in the West, has 
the means ‘to raise 'the large ‘finance 
required by the Russians for develop- 
Ment of their huge domestic projects. 
The U.S., by virtue of geographical 
similarities, also has the expertise 
to solve problems arising from the 
Space and climatic conditions of the 
‘Soviet Union. And last, but not 
least, apolitical and economic under- 
standing with the U.S. would smooth 
the way towards similar contacts 
with other Western countries. 

The Russians probably have ἃ very 
jong and varied lst of goods they 
would like to buy from the U.S. 
They ‘need the American know-how 
and the sophisticated equipment for 
modernization of their industry and 
infrastructure. They need the ex- 
Pertise and equipment for the de- 


velopment of raw material resources ΑἹ 
im ‘Siberia. They even need such ΑἹ 


items as grain, for both animal 
fodder and human consumption, to 
supplement internal production.

In these circumstances the pos-

MR. SHAPIRO RETURNS 


THe surprise, a little over two 

months ago, when Mr. 
Yaacov Shimshon Shapiro told 
the Cabinet he was resigning 


«85. Justice Minister, and bis re- 


signation was accepted without 
much opposition, has now been 
matched by the surprise of his 
reappointment by the Prime Min- 
ister, and his equally prompt 
acceptance, 


His departure climaxed the 
sequence of events triggered off 
by the Netivei Neft affair, and 
the violent public criticism of 
the high lawyers’ fees awarded 
by the Witkon Commission. 
These had been allocated as pro- 
posed by the Justice Ministry. 


But it was not the events 
themselves which prompted Mr. 
Shapiro to resign, for through- 
out he upheld the course he 
had adopted, and rejected any 
suggestion of improprieties or 
conflict of interests in his own 
position. His resignation, by his 
own testimony, was prompted 
wholly by a deep sense of re- 
sentment at his own party, or 
at least important sections with- 
in_it, which he believed were 


deliberately besmirching him, 
especially through the lign~ 
ment-controlled press, In Mapai 


circles, it was also widely held 
that the impetus came from

former Ahdut Ha'avoda circles 
seeking to weaken the inner 
group in what is still seen as 
Mapai. 

Throughout Mr. Shapiro re- 
tained the confidence and sup- 
port of Mrs, Meir and Mr. Sapir, 
and after his departure there 
was a strong geise among many 
in his party that Mr. Shapiro’s

At one 
end of the Mediterranean, Pre- 
sident Sadat has presented Pre- 
sident Pompidou with an oppor- 
tunity te enhance French in- 
fluence. But at the other outlet 
to vital waterway, the 
French are wondering apprehen- 
sively what fate awaits their vast 
political, economic and cultural 
interests in the unstable Cheri- 
flan kingdom. 
General Ovfkir's plot to kill 
Hassan will not have any direct 
and immediate effect on relations 
between France and Morocco. 
French investors are naturally 
anxious about their stake there 
and the “cooperators” the 
thousands of French technicians 
and teachers on loan to the Mo- 
Trocean authorities — are more 
uneasy than before about their 
own welfare. But diplomatic ties 
between the two countries will re- 
main un and Foreign Mi- 
nister Maurice Schumann will be 
going to Rabat in the middle of 
September, as previously arrang- 
ed, to discuss the administration 
of France's generous programme 
of technical aid to its former 
protectorate. 

President Pompidou’s and Pre- 
mier Pierre Messmer’s messages 
of congratulation to the king 
after his narrow escape from 
assassination were particularly 
warmly phrased. However, the 
French Government is very alarm- 
ed about Hassan's refusal to heed 
the advice, which was courteous- 
ly repeated over and over again 
during his recent private visit 
to France, that if he believes he 
can rule Morocco like a Tudor 
monarch in the second half of 
the 20th century, he is making 
a big mistake and perhaps a 
fatal one. 

OUFEIR SUICIDE 

Pompidou has excellent reasons 
for welcoming one result of the 
conspiracy against Hassan: The 
‘suicide" of Oufkir. While he was 
in residence in the $1.2m. chateau 
which he has just acquired in 
the Oise valley near Paris, Has- 
san suggested to the French that 
it was time for them to amnesty 
Oufkir. The general was still the 
object of a warrant issued after 
the murder of Moroccan opposi- 
tion leader Medhi Ben Barka who 
was kidnapped in Paris by two 
French policemen and then led 
to a suburban hide-out where 


Oufkir with Hassan — an obstacle to the French is removed, 


Qufldr killed him in 1965. The 
French Government was under- 
standably reluctant to meet Has- 
san’s request. By doing so they 
would have shocked an important 
section of French public opinion. 
Elven more dangerous was the 
visk that a pardon for Oufkir 
would have seriously damaged 
relations between France and Ben 
Barka’s National Union of 
Popular Forces, the Moroccan 
Socialist Party, which, if chaos 
is to be averted in Morocco, is 
bound to be a member of any 
effective coalition government in 
the, future. 


ANXIETY 
This problem has now been 
conveniently solved by Ouflrir’s 
death. But the new uneasy sftua- 
tion in Morocco is causing wide- 


ad anxiety among the 25,000 


Jews still living there. If the 
King brings the Socialist U-N.F-P. 
or the right wing Istiklal into 
the government, the Jewish com- 
munity will be threatened by the 
same_ anti-Semitic measures which 
marked these parties’ presence in 
office in the late 1950s, when 
Jews were deprived of passports 
and postal traffic with Israel via 
France was stopped. Hassan 
needs allies and, although he has 
prevented the local pogroms 
which have erupted in other 
Arab countries, it would be dif- 
ficult for him to oppose measures 
hostile to Morocean Jewry if the 
political parties decided they 
‘could thereby consolidate their 
own popular support. ᾿ 

At the press conference which 
he gave in Rabat after his escape 
from Oufkir’s plot, Hassan berat- 


ed Sadat for his failure to send . 


him a message of congratulations. 
“This was not merely an expres- 
sion of pique. Hassan has the 
utmost contempt for the 80- 
called progressive: powers in the 
Arab world. He told the jour 
nalists that he had turned down 
a@ suggestion by Oufkir to order 
the Moroccan Air Force to shoot 
down Libyan leader Muammar 
Gaddafi’s plane over the Mediter- 
ranean.

ITALIAN LEFT BOWS 
TO ARAB PRESSURE

AFTER eight days of intensive in- 
vestigations by the Italian police 
on the El Al record player bomb 
attempt a sudden silence has fallen 
on the usually clamorous voices of 
the Italian Jeft. | 

At first, the left-wing press ex- 
pressed shock and disdain at the 
two terrorists’ methods (using two 
innocent girls as living dynamite 
in order to blow up 124 innocent 
people). Each new fact revealed 
by the police investigations was 
faithfully tranamitted as it came in. 

However, when the day arrived 
for the usual splashy leftist weeklies 
to make their appearance, they were 
empty of any references to Arab 
terrorism. 

“L'Espresso” 1s a periodical 
known for its hard-core reporting 
and for never leaving a stone of 
potential sensationalism unturned. It 
was expected that the August 27th 
issue would be full of information 
on the hows and wheres of Arab 
terrorist organizations in Italy. 


WITHIN REACH 


The facts for such an expose 
would have been within arm's reach. 
Tt is no secret that the Libyan and 
other Arab embassies have offered 
to help anyone working for the 
“Palestinian cause” the world over, 
as Colonel Gaddafi recently 
proclaimed. It is well known 
that the three Japanese who 
committed the Lod massacre, also 
working for “the Palestinian cause," 
teceived thelr arms in Rome.
